Middlesboi'O internal revenue division, 
was in Richmond Wednesday, having 
just concluded working in the big spe- 
cial excise and miscellaneous tax 
drive which was put on by 1 ovonur 
men all over the state during the past 
60 days. Richmond business men who 
forgot to pay Uncle Sam's licen.se tax 
had a visit from Mr. Huguely at the 
.beginning of the drive and had to 
"cough -up." Mr. Huguely said he 
found no evidence of dishonesty on 
the pai-t of any Richmond business 
man. In many places the evidence 
showed wholesale stealing. Mr. Hu- 
guely said that in Richmond the mis- 
takes wcie principally clerical or cr- 
'or.s in calculation. 

Ivcntucky outranked tbie entire 
United States in the campaign against 
lax evaders ordered by the govern- 
ment three months ago. According tc 
figures in the hands of federal uu 
Kentucky show.s $ol,257.63, cunbiac- 
ing 2,260 tax evadeis. These are the 
loyrest figures in the country for v 
itate district.
